DEVALUATION 


One of the most important 
economic decisions of the post- 
war era has resulted from the 
Washington talks: the long- 
rumoured devaluation.. of 
sterling is now an actuality. 


He would be a wise prophet 
who could- estimate all the 
probable repercussions of. this 
move, but this at least seems 
certain—the step was forced 
on’ Britain by inescapable 
pressures, and the end result 
may have the most adverse 
consequences for the United 
Kingdom, the Commonwealth, 
and the rest of the Sterling 
bloc. 


There has been much con- 
fusion in the layman's mind 
as to why the pound has for 
some time been worth less 
than three dollars on the epen 
markets of the world, while 
the official rate was +403. 
Without controls in normal 
tirnes a currency finds its own 
Jevel in terms of its general 
purchasing power. That has 
only partially applied in the 
present case. Sterling is fully 
worth four American dollars 
Tegarding its ability to buy 
goods in the country of origin. 


In the same way, four Hong 
Kong dollars will buy just as 
much here as one U.S. dollar 
in-America, but-the- free-rat 
has averaged six to one in re- 
cent months. - 


The answer is that there has 
been an artificial scarcity of 
U.S. currency as the purchas- 
ing medium of one of the few 
countries in the post-war era 
which can deliver goods and 
raw materials in large quanti- 
ties. - Also, it has been re- 
cognised—as sterling was for 
so Jong in the past—as stable 
and unlikely to depreciate in 
value,” Sa.
